'Historic strollers' bring history to life

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Previews help create buzz for Shaw

Guys and Dolls 
preview opens 
at Festival 
Theatre Friday

Previews for the Shaw 
Festival's 52nd season are 
underway, and for those 
both onstage and behind the 
scenes, it's a time to wait 
with baited breath for the 
comments to start rolling in. 

Critics don't review pre¬ 
views. But members of the 
audience, many of them 
locals, get the 'word of 
mouth' going. 

"We like to think our pre¬ 
views are attractive for 
locals," says artistic director 
Jackie Maxwell, who men¬ 
tions a couple of programs 
for early openers, including 


reduced prices, aimed at 
regional theatre-goers. 

While the previews pro¬ 
vide an opportunity for 
director and actors to work 
out small kinks, the produc¬ 
tions, by the time they reach 
that stage, are definitely 
ready to be seen, says 
Maxwell. 

Our Betters, which opened 
at the Royal George last week 
with sales "going like gang- 
busters," was in fantastic 
shape, she added, and espe¬ 
cially as a comedy, was 
"dying for an audience" to 
provide feedback. 

And that audience, the 
final component after all the 
work that goes in to putting 
together a top-notch pro¬ 
duction, can create the buzz 
she loves to hear. 

"It's great to know how 
people are reacting. I hear it 
in the theatre, and from peo¬ 
ple in town, people I know 
and many I don't know. I'm 


always happy for that. The 
buzz is indefinable, but it's 
really important." 

Opening tomorrow in 
preview at the Festival 
Theatre is Guys and Dolls, 
and both early openers are 
chosen for a reason—they're 
the surest ticket-sellers with 
the widest appeal, especially 
for the group sales and bus 
tours that book in the shoul¬ 
der season. They also work 
for the long haul, with a sea¬ 
son that begins early and 
runs until the October clos¬ 
ing, says the artistic director. 

There are many consider¬ 
ations that go into a season 
lineup, Maxwell says, includ¬ 
ing the order of opening. 

The question she is most 
often asked is how she picks 
a theme for the season. 

She doesn't, although for 
those who are looking for 
them and talking about 
them, themes emerge. 

Rather, she picks plays, 


beginning with which of the 
Bernard Shaw works are 
ready to be re-examined, 
looked at in new and differ¬ 
ent ways. 

This year, it's Major 
Barbara, which she is direct¬ 
ing. It will have a new look as 
it makes its first appearance 
on the Royal George stage. 

One of Shaw's later plays, 
Geneva, will be presented at 
the Court House as Peace in 
Our Time: A Comedy, an 
adaptation by contemporary 
playwright John Murell, who 
reworked it at Maxwell's 
request 

For the big production 
Shaw Festival Theatre pro¬ 
duction, she chose Guys and 
Dolls, a musical that follows 
successful large-scale musi¬ 
cals at the main theatre, a 
crowd-pleaser and seat-filler, 
both of which are important, 
especially for a season fol¬ 
lowing some difficult years. 

While revenue can never 


it has to be a factor, and pro¬ 
ducing a popular musical, a 
low-risk, safe choice, allows 
her to take some risks with 
some of her other choices. 

And that balance is a 
consideration: she will 
always look for plays that 
are challenging, some new 
and virtually unknown, that 
are risks as far as ticket sales, 
and must balance those 
with plays that will attract a 
wider audience and that can 
be guaranteed to fill seats, 
while staying true to the 
Shaw mandate. 

Those that might be con¬ 
sidered higher risk generally 
will have shorter seasons 
and appear in the smaller 
theatres, but they are also 
often the plays that receive 
the most buzz, and end up 
being the surprise perfor¬ 
mances theatre-goers are 
talking about, says Maxwell. 

"It's up to us to be a leader

in theatre, to bring plays to 
people they wouldn't other¬ 
wise be able to see. It's up to 
us to say these are the writers 
you should see, the plays you 
should experience, and 
because we've been doing 
that with some success, our 
audience will trust us. It's 
wonderful to see people 
gravitate to those plays."

Audiences understand 
that when they come to the 
Shaw, they will see an 
extraordinary production 
with intelligence behind it. 

"They know they will 
have a full theatrical experi¬ 
ence. They might say 'I'm 

hated it,' but they know 
they have seen a good pro¬ 
duction." 

What's really important, 
says Maxwell, is diversity. 

"If you choose all really 
safe plays, you might think 
they'll all do well, but that 
won't be the case. You need 
a cross-section, a variety 
with something that will 
appeal to everybody, so 
that people who come to 
town for two or three days 
can see something that 
interests them in the after¬ 
noon at one theatre and 
then something completely 
different at an evening per¬ 
formance." 

To flesh out the Festival 
Theatre productions, 


Maxwell chose Oscar 
Wilde's Lady Windermere's 
Fan, and director Peter 
Hinton to bring a fresh per¬ 
spective to an old favourite. 

The final Festival Theatre 
choice, Enchanted April by 
Matthew Barber, Maxwell 
calls a "delightful transfor¬ 
mative story," which she 
will direct. 

At the Court House this 
year will be The Light in the 
Piazza, a musical by Adam 
Guettel, whose Floyd 
Collins, produced there in 
2004, was a huge critical 
success. The Light in the 
Piazza, she says, isn't as 
dark, but rather is a classi¬ 
cal romance with dark 
undertones. 

At the Royal George, 
Sumerset Maugham's Our 
Betters, directed by Morris 
Panych, is a "deliciously 
witty play with sexual poli¬ 
tics ahead of its time" she 
says, with a plot that is rem¬ 
iniscent of the popular TV 
series Downton Abbey. 

Also at the Royal George, 
Irish playwright Brian 


Friel's Faith Healer is one 
of Maxwell's choices that 
she felt was a bit of a box 
office risk, but in fact has 
turned out to be one that it 
would be hard to find a 
ticket for at this point, with 
previews not opening until 
June 13. 

The lunchtime offering 
at the Court House this 
year is two short plays, the 
"tiny perfect" Trifles, by 
Susan Glaspell, and a one- 
act play by Eugene O'Neill, 
Glaspell's contemporary, A 
Wife for a Life. 

At the Studio Theatre, 
Tom Stoppard's Arcadia, a 
witty, moving love story, 
will be directed by Eda 
Holmes. 

That's 10 productions 
over a seven-month season, 
not the most ambitious the 
Shaw has undertaken, but 
one that is appropriate 
given the belt-tightening 
that has resulted from some 
situations beyond the con¬ 
trol of the theatre—factors 
such as the ever-increasing 
traffic on the Queen

It all adds up to about 
115 plays that Maxwell has 
chosen during her 11 years 
as Shaw artistic director.

Tim and Liza were 
supposed to leave for 
Florida Saturday, their 
first holiday away with¬ 
out their children, 19, 
17, and two 15-year- 
olds. 

“That’s not happen¬ 
ing, but that’s the least 
of our worries now. 
When all this is settled 
it might be good to have 
a chance to get away.” 

They will get away, 
for a night, with the 
family—Great Wolf 
Lodge has offered them 
a night with accommo¬ 
dation for all six, and 
they're taking it, says 
Liza. 

"We’re looking for¬ 
ward to not sleeping on 
air mattresses for a 
night.” 

Their lives were 


saved by working smoke 
detectors, says Liza, but 
their possessions are 
gone—all but a box of 
photos she found when 
she went through the 
house this week. 

“Everything is gone. 
We found a bin of pho¬ 
tos that survived, and 
that was wonderful. But 
no wedding rings.” 

Her husband Tim, a 
chef, doesn’t wear his 
regularly, and Liza takes 
hers off at night because 
of a skin condition on 
her hands. Tim’s wed¬ 
ding band had belonged 
to his father, and Liza's 
engagement and wed¬ 
ding rings had been 
passed down from Tim’s 
grandmother. 

“But we have clothes 
to wear, and we have a 
place to sleep at night. 
We’re good.” 

An insurance adjus¬ 


tor has already visited, 
and told them that the 
value of the contents of 
their home exceed their 
policy, but “at least we 
had insurance,” said 
Liza. 

There are two les¬ 
sons she has learned 
and would like to pass 
along, she says. 

“Make sure you have 
good, up-to-date insur- 

renting.” 

And most important 
of all, “check your 
smoke detectors to 
make sure they're work¬ 
ing." 

It’s thanks to the 
smoke detectors that 
her family escaped the 
early morning fire 
unharmed, she said.

Rejecting offer seems short-sighted 


We understand the Town has a 
responsibility to ail its taxpayers. 

But we believe those in political 
power also have a responsibility to 
protect the town’s heritage resources, 
to honour those distinguished 
Canadians who were here long before 
us and on behalf of those who will be 
here long after us. 

TheofferoftheNiagaraFoundation, 
to purchase the former Regent St. 
lawn bowling facility with a goal of 
allowing it to remain open, public 
space for all to enjoy, seems like a fair 
offer. To be willing to fundraise 
$400,000 to honour the long-standing 
and significant heritage of that prop¬ 
erty seems altruistic and, dare we 
say, even noble. 

But apparentiy, that isn’t enough. 

Because real estate negotiations 
aren’t made public, and understand¬ 
ably so, we don’t know what the 
magic figure would be, how much 
would be enough, for the offer to be 
accepted. But realistically, the 
Foundation has 90 days, and has set 
the limit of what it feels it can raise in 


that time. 

If the two residential lots the Town 
intends to sell bring in somewhere 
around $400,000 each, then obvious¬ 
ly the Niagara Foundation offer falls 
short of that. But the kicker is that the 
property remains in the public realm. 
That would be difficult to put a price 

There are many residents in Town 
who believe the property should have 
remained in public ownership, in 
which case the Town would have 
earned nothing. But this seems like 
such a win-win situation. Get some¬ 
thing, give something. 

As the Town moves through the 
1812 bicentennial celebrations, and 
appears committed to heritage—or 
so we keep hearing—it seems 
extremely inconsistent, even hypo¬ 
critical, to ignore the significant his¬ 
tory of that particular property. 

We would hope the Town will 
reconsider, or that there is another 
solution, maybe some deeper pock¬ 
ets, that appreciate the value of his¬ 
tory.

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Mapping walk into history 


Project part of 
Niagara College

Lori Steglinski and Leah 
Bercovitch have hiked the 
32-kilometre Laura Secord 
Bicentennial Trail, parts of it 
many times. 

Their job, as part of a the¬ 
sis they are partnering on for 
a Niagara College program, 
was to map the trail for the 
June 22 bicentennial trek to 
commemorate Secord's 
accomplishment. 

It's not an easy hike, says 
Steglinski. 

That's why it's been divid¬ 
ed into five stages, so that 
walkers who can't manage 
the length of the trail can do 
portions of it 

Even some of the stages 
individually are challenging, 
says Steglinski. 

The two women respond¬ 


ed to a request by the Friends 
of Laura Secord to Niagara 
College's Geospatial 
Management program for 
help mapping the trail and 
jumped in immediately. 

Since then, they have met 
with inclement weather, 
snowfalls, trail reroutes, and 
even minor disasters such as 
the complete washout of an 
section of the Upper Canada 
Heritage Trail, from 
Queenston to York Road, 
during Hurricane Sandy. 

They have worked with 
others who have indicated 
the likeliest route Secord 
would have taken, and they 
have tried for historical accu¬ 
racy where possible, while 
ensuring there is a safe route 
for people to walk, and keep¬ 
ing in mind "that all we really 
know is that she started at 
her home in Queenston and 
ended at DeCew House," 
says Steglinski. 

"We think of it as the route 
Laura Secord would have 
taken today, were she alive." 

And through it, they have 
kept in mind the fact that 
they were retracing the steps 


of a Canadian hero, a woman 
who made her trek at night, 
in the dark, wearing slippers 
that were probably lost at 
some point, while constantly 
infearofbeing discovered by 
American sentries, says 

had hurt 
herself. There would have 
been absolutely nobody 
around to help." 

Growing up in the Niagara 
Region, she says, "you know 
all about Laura Secord." 

But having hiked the trail, 
she realizes few people would 
really understand or appreci¬ 
ate Secord's accomplish- 

"She risked her life. She 
had to be very courageous. 
The war would have ended 
very differently without her." 

Those who attempt to 
replicate her trek will likely 
have a better appreciation 
and understanding of what 
Secord went through to warn 
the British of the American 
militia's plans, says 
Steglinski.

The maps that they pro¬ 
duced for their thesis, which 
will be completed and pre¬ 
sented just two weeks before 
the bicentennial walk, are 
an important contribution 
to the Laura Secord Legacy 
Trail project, and will be 
used by generations of peo¬ 
ple who will follow her trek 
and commemorate her 
accomplishments. 

The geospatial manage¬ 
ment program, says 
Steglinski, uses cutting edge 
technology to solve "any¬ 
thing that's geographic in 
nature. There are many, 
many applications. Mapping 
is just one of them." 

And mapping this trail 
gave the two women "real 
world experience for a real 
world client It's been a great 
experience." 

It goes through several 
municipalities and jurisdic¬ 
tions, includes ancient for¬ 
ested Indian trails and mod¬ 
em city sidewalks, travels 
through meadows, fields 
and woods, crosses streams 


and culverts, uses some 
existing pathways, roads, 
and parts of the Bmce Trail, 
andsome areas thatrequired 
trail remediation. 

In addition to being safe 
for the average walker, the 
trail can accommodate the 
thousands of people who 
are expected to participate 
in the historic event, and if 
you have a smart phone with 
you on the walk, using GPS 
technology you’ll be able to 
see the Laura Secord story 
unfold as you walk. 

The route goes through 
St Davids, along Four Mile 
Creek, through the forested 
area up to Fireman's Park in 
Niagara Falls, where the first 
stage ends. 

It then takes Mewbum 
Rd., crosses over the Queen 
Elizabeth Way on a foot¬ 
bridge, and down Warner 
Rd. to Niagara College, the 
end of the second stage. 

From there it goes along 
Glendale, over Homer 
Bridge, along Queenston St 
to Eastchester Ave., through 
Centennial Park and stop¬ 
ping at Rodman Hall for the

Town turns down offer

Members of the Niagara 
Foundation have been told 
the Town is not interested in 
their offer to purchase the 
historic lawn bowling greens 
on Regent St. 

Last year, town council 
voted to sell the historic 
property that has been in the 
public domain for more than 
200 years. The green space is 
now zoned for residential lots 
to be developed. 

The Niagara Foundation, 
a small group of heritage sup¬ 
porters who have saved sev¬ 
eral significant properties 


from development, has been 
negotiating with town admin¬ 
istrator Mike Galloway since 
the beginning of the year, 
hoping to buy the property. 

Foundation president 
Paul Shepherd was ready to 
go to council Monday, March 
25 with an offer to purchase 
the property to keep it in the 
public domain. It would 
remain public open space in 
perpetuity, he said, with the 
foundation asking for 90 days 
to fundraise $400,000, about 
half what the town is hoping 
to get from the sale of two 
residenfial lots. 

"It seems like a fair price, 
$400,000 to keep the property 
public,” says Shepherd. 


But instead of a public 
presentation, he was given 
five minutes to make the pre¬ 
sentation to council behind 
closed doors. 

Five minutes, says 
Shepherd, may have seemed 
like long enough to the Town 
council, but for him, speak¬ 
ing on a subject of such 
importance, it wasn't nearly 
long enough. 

And when he was done, 
"there were no questions, no 
comments." 

After the private session, 
council directed Galloway to 
continue negotiations with 
all parties interested in the 
property.

The next morning, the 
foundation received a 
phone call and follow-up 
e-mail from Galloway say¬ 
ing he had been directed by 
council not to accept their 
offer, and to go forward with 
negotiations. He gave foun¬ 
dation members until noon, 
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for more money than not-for-profit foundation believes fair 


March 28 to reach a "suit¬ 
able agreement," and said if 
that didn't happen he would 
work with other interested 
parties. 

But the foundation board 
agreed that theirs was a fair 
offer, for property that 
would remain open to the 
public. 

"It is now evident that 


the Town is insistent on a 
considerably higher selling 
price than we are able to 
commit to or than is war¬ 
ranted, given our stated 
intention to convert this 
historic property to a green 
space accessible to the pub¬ 
lic," said Shepherd in a let¬ 
ter to Lord Mayor Dave Eke. 

"We are dismayed that 


council remains steadfast in 
disposing of this land for 
development." 

The land was acquired in 
1803 by the colonial govern¬ 
ment of Upper Canada and 
transferred to the Town in 
the 1850s. 

Both General Sir Isaac 
Brock and Colonel John 
MacDonnell lay in state at 


the Government House on 
the Regent Street block fol¬ 
lowing their death in the 
Battle of Queenston Heights. 
It was from there that their 
funeral procession began. 

Niagara Foundation 
members are still interested 
in preserving the former 
lawn bowling property as 
public green space as an 


important legacy to the 
Town, but short of someone 
coming up with a large 
donation of cash, won't be 
able to pursue the pur- 

"Our offer to give them 
$400,000 and still keep this 
property as public land 
sounds like a pretty good 
deal to me," says Shepherd.

Council looking at food trucks 


Town staff is investi¬ 
gating the growing phe¬ 
nomenon of food trucks 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
and whether policies 
need to be in place to 
regulate their activities. 

The trend that has hit 
almost all large cities, 
smaller towns and spe¬ 
cial events is building up 
steam in NOTL. 

During a recent dis¬ 
cussion at council, con¬ 
cerns were voiced by 
some councillors that the 
food trucks could be tak¬ 
ing business away from 
established businesses 
on Queen St. 

During the past cou¬ 
ple of years there has 
been a jump in interest in 
having food trucks at a 
number of venues 
throughout town. To 
date, any enquiries 
regarding food trucks 


have usually been asso¬ 
ciated with events hosted 
by organizations and 
wineries that do not have 
full service restaurants, 
councillors said. 

The Town has been 
asked on several occa¬ 
sions to either comment 
on or approve the use of 
food trucks on private 
property. 

The Town doesn’t cur¬ 
rently have any policies 
in place or licensing pro¬ 
visions governing the use 
of food trucks on public 
or private property. 

Councillors have 
agreed that they need to 
come up with a plan 
regarding where the 
trucks can set up, and to 
make sure that they are 
licensed and subject to 
inspection by local health 
departments. 

Food trucks have been 


well-received in town at 
winery events, at the 
Shaw Festival Saturday 
matinee film series, and 
at last summer's dinner 
market on Niagara Stone 
Road. 

Lauren O'Malley 
Norris, who has orga¬ 
nized such events in the 
past and has some up her 
sleeve forlater this spring, 
says a move by the town 
to look at food truck reg¬ 
ulations "in terms of 
appeasing local busi¬ 
nesses is not a bad idea." 

She has dealt with 
complaints from local 
restaurant owners that 
their businesses are 
being impacted, but she 
believes that to be more 
of a perception than a 
reality, she says.

"To my knowledge any 
time we've had food trucks 
in NOTL they've been on 
private property. I think 
they draw a wide variety of 
people, and I don't see them 
taking business away from 
local restaurants." 

What they do is provide 
an option, she says, and as a 
growing trend among young 
people, help draw a differ¬ 
ent market than NOTL busi¬ 
nesses traditionally attract. 

"Rather than fighting 


them, businesses could 
embrace them and see them 
as an opportunity." 

For example, there is 
nothing stopping restau¬ 
rants from using a gather¬ 
ing of hungry people, such 
as at Shaw film series, to 
advertise their own busi¬ 
nesses, possibly offering 
specials before or after the 
matinee. 

Food trucks, she says,

Burbidge wanted to 
remind farmers that per¬ 
mission is required to have 
a controlled open air burn 
in the town. 

Permission can only be 
granted to the person who 
will be in attendance at the 


burning, 

To obtain a permit, you 
are required to contact the 
fire department at 905-468- 
3266 during regular busi- 

Leaving a message at the 
town's voicemail does not 
constitute permission 
being granted, said 


Burbidge. 

Residential burning is 
not permitted at all. 

"You can't burn in town 
without affecting other 
people. People think their 
neighbours' houses are on 
fire, and that's where we 
run into problems," he 


They also receive a lot of 
calls in the fall about peo¬ 
ple burning leaves on their 
property. 

Aside from being a both¬ 
er to neighbours and using 
up fire department resourc¬ 
es, people who are not 
abiding by the law can face 
a fine of up to $50,000 upon 


conviction, as well as the 
cost recovery by the fire 
department in the amount 
of $410 per hour per fire 
department vehicle. 

"No one was charged 
over the weekend. It's real¬ 
ly the last thing we want to 
do but the option is there." 

The requirements burn¬ 


ing with a permit can be 
found on the town's web¬ 
site at www.notl.org/con- 
tent/open-air-burns. 

"We can't legislate com¬ 
mon sense, but in the future 
we will probably be looking 
at the fire bylaws and mak¬ 
ing some changes,” said 
Burbidge.

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New airport chair focusing on communication, sustainability

The possibility of adding 
scheduled commercial pas¬ 
senger services to the 
Niagara District Airport was 
brought to the airport's 
annual general meeting last 
week, by Kent Myers of con¬ 
sulting firm Airplanners. 

"It's a game changer. If 
we go down this path it will 
change the dynamics of this 
community forever," said 
Myers. 

Janice Wing, who was 
named the Niagara District 
Airport commission chair 
that evening as well, said 
she's cautiously optimistic 
about the airport being able 


to provide scheduled com¬ 
mercial passengers servic- 

"There's a long road 
ahead of us," said Wing, in 
terms of being ready to offer 
commercial flights. 

"The feasibility study will 
have to be done first, as well 
as determining what types 
of attractions NOTL has drat 
the traveller would want," 
she said. 

The study will also look 
at passenger demands, types 
of aircraft and possible 
routes. The aim is to use the 
existing airport infrastruc¬ 
ture and over time, expand 
from there. 

Though the new runway 
at the airport can easily sup¬ 
port a Boeing 747, Wing said

"I'm really just hoping to 
build on what Ruedi (Suter) 
has done. I was lucky to 
inherit what I have from 
him. He worked really hard 
and pushed for the $12 mil¬ 
lion for upgrades," she said. 

When Suter took over the 


airport was crumbling and 
without the upgrades it 
wouldn't have been able to 
survive. 

"I want people to know 
that we're here, open for 
business and that we're 
ready to grow," she said.

REPORT TO THE COMMUNITY FROM THE 
NIAGARA-ON-LAKE HOSPITAL FOUNDATION BOARD 


The Niagara-on-the-Lake Hospital Foundation has had another successful year and on behalf of the 
Board of Directors, I would like to extend our sincerest gratitude and appreciation to the residents and 
family members of our community for their continued support of our Hospital. Our Board of Directors 
consists of six community volunteers; however, we have only had five active Directors for the past year. 

I would like to thank Mora Richmond, Treasurer; Linda Sauro, Director; Moyra McEachern, Director and 
Auxiliary President; and Barbara Waller, Director for their dedication and support. 

Over the past seventeen years, we have fulfilled all the equipment requests required by the hospital, and 
along with the financial support of the Auxiliary, we recently improved the Patient Activity Room with 
new furniture and an entertainment centre with a flat screen TV. 

As of March 31,2012, the Foundation receipted gifts totalling $63 801 . We received $830 for memorial 
donations; $25 000 for Palliative Care donated through the Rankin Cancer Run; and $37 971 for the 
New Hospital in St. Catharines. Operating expenses were $ 2127 . The Endowment Fund earned a year- 
end balance of $260 834 , and Investments earned an additional $27 767 . Unrestricted net assets stand 
at $806 666 at the year end. (Audited Financial Statements are available through the NOTL Hospital 
Foundation office.) 

The Board of Directors passed a motion at the November Board meeting to make a $60 000 donation to 
the Niagara District Stroke Centre (DSC) located at the Greater Niagara General Site. The Stroke Centre at 
the GNG site was established in 2005 for the entire Niagara Region. The Stroke Centre is also responsible 
for stroke prevention, hyperacute stroke care and transitioning patients to rehabilitation. In a hyperacute 
stroke every minute that the brain is deprived of oxygen, 1.9 million brain cells die and our patients 
are closer to a poorer outcome. The CT must be effective and efficient so we can treat patients quickly. 
Recently, it was essential that the CT machine at GNG be replaced for more consistent service. All 
hospitals and regional centres have an equipment replacement process; however, sometimes you cannot 
predict the priorities for replacing equipment sooner than later. Hospital Foundations are responsible for 
replacement of hospital’s equipment and to provide regional support for Centres of Excellence. 

As reported in the Advance in a recent issue published on March 14th, and in a media release published 
on June 15,2012, a NOTL Health Services Review Committee has been meeting to review and propose 
various health care options in order to continue to provide our local services i.e. - lab, ultra-sound and 
x-ray. This Committee represents the best interests of our residents; and as the Foundation President, 

I assure you that the funds that have been entrusted to meet the needs of our residents will be spent 
to maintain our current health services. As we go through this transition of opening our new hospital 
in St. Catharines, we are also looking towards the future to maintain and increase access to immediate 
and quality health care services in our local community.

Cancer Society since 1977, 
said she can't remember her 
original motivation for start¬ 
ing, but when asked by her 
friend she jumped on board. 

What started as a year of 
campaigning for her grew into 
a long-term spot with the 
campaign. 

In 1981 she was asked to 
be captain of her area of Old 
Town and continued to do 
that until 2004. 

In the mid-1980s she was 
also asked to be president of 
the board, which she accept¬ 
ed. 

"I lost a cousin to cancer at 
the tender age of 33, at that 
time it was my motivation to 
continue with the campaign," 
she said. 

Though she hasn't been a 
captain since 2004, she will 
get back into that role this 
year as one of the captains 
dropped out. 

"I've been really lucky to 


not have my immediate fami¬ 
ly affected by cancer, but I 
have had extended family and 
friends. Actually, my friend 
who originally asked me to 
canvass passed away from 
breast cancer You always find 
reasons to keep going," she 

She said the support from 
the community is always real¬ 
ly good. 

"There are a lot of ways to 
donate, so it's always nice 
when people open their doors 
and give to the canvassers. 
The canvassing is really ben¬ 
eficial because it gives people 
who may not have the means 
to donate that opportunity. 
No amount is too small to 
give," she said. 

Their goal is $35,000, and 
though they haven't always

The war that shaped the 
borders and destiny of 
Canada was not over 
whenl812 ended, and nor 
did bicentennial commemo¬ 
rations end as 2012 wrapped 
up. 

People tend to think of the 
War of 1812 as a year-long 
struggle—if anything, said 
Dr. Richard Merritt, co-chair 
of the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Bicentennial Committee, the 
events of 1813 were "even 
more momentous." 

At the Court House Friday, 

about upcoming events, 
including two batde com¬ 
memorations, the seven- 
month occupation of the 
town, the epic walk by a

Canadian hero and ultimate¬ 
ly, the complete destruction 
of the Old Town as it was 
torched by departing 
American soldiers. 

Peter Martin, special 
events co-ordinator for Parks 
Canada's national historic 
sites, promises "a fireworks 
show to be remembered" as 
part of a two-day Battle of 
Fort George commemora¬ 
tion May 25 and 26. 

It will involve 800 to 1,000 
re-enactors, and an artillery, 
pyrotechnic, sound and light 
show set to music, to give the 
illusion of the fort being 
destroyed, "ripped to pieces 
and burned to the ground," 
as it was 200 years ago, said 
Martin. 

That leads to seven 
months of Niagara under 
occupation, with the town in 
American hands.

your doorstep, literal¬

U.S. soldiers were patrol¬ 
ling the streets, looking for 
food, spoils of war, and men 
to take prisoner.

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Skaters bring home provincial medals

Niagara-on-the-Lake skat¬ 
ers who took part in recent 
provincial competitions have 
shown that great success can 
come from a small club. 

The NOTL Skating Club 
sent two girls to the provincial 
championships held in Fort 
Erie and one to Ontario Cup, 
also a provincial contest but 
for skaters on a more com¬ 
petitive track that they hope 
will lead to figure skating's 
national level. 

Kelly Hunter and Hailey 
Gaio came home with med¬ 
als, Hunter with a gold in the 
STARSKATE silver triathlon 
event, and Giao with a silver 
in the STARSKATE Bronze tri¬ 
athlon, both requiring three 
different programs, one each 
for skills, interpretive dance 
and a freeskate. 

Natalie Li, 13, earned an 
eighth place finish in the 
more competitive Ontario 
Cup, the stream she has cho¬ 
sen with hopes to continue to 
the national level of competi¬ 
tion. The Grade 8 Wheaton 
Private School student skates 


seven days a week to prepare 
for her future goal, and loves 
the time she spends on the 
ice. 

"I like the speed. I like how 
the sport combines speed, 
power and grace," she says. 

Hunter is a 16-year-old in 
Grade 11 at Holy Cross, and 
trains four days a week during 
the skating season. She hopes 
to compete for the gold medal 
in the gold division next year. 

Gaio, 17 and also at Holy 
Cross, like Hunter has been at 
the arena four days a week, 
bit isn't sure she will be skat¬ 
ing competitively next year, as 
she will be finished high 
school. 

She may join a university 
team, or skate for pleasure, 
she says—either way, her 
accomplishment feels good. 

She is thinking about pur¬ 
suing a career in kinesiology 
or teaching, both of which 
would be aided by her skating 
experience and volunteer 
coaching of younger skaters.
